One hundred and 50 farm security 
administration loans totalling I103,- 
003 were made In M^Glc Valley In 
the past fiscal year, Ronald W, 
Piuxell. state F3A superv'lsor, told 
about 30 county tupervlsora and 
county advisory committee members 
at a BC5.ilon here Friday. 

Purcell pointed out that : 
(3.000.000 was loaned In the state 
last year and that this was tile 
blggciit year Kince the farm security 
administration was created In 1035. 

He declared that In Idaho tho 
program was operated with 50 per 
cent ot the cost and nboul half the 
employes than In the previous high 
year of 1041. 

Purcell and C. Bendlxsen, Idaho 
Falls, district supervisor, explained 
the new farm security admlnhtrn- 
tlon bill which was p.wcd in July 
crcatlntt the agency on a permanent 
basis and changing the nnmo to 
the [arm and home administration. 

The Hurley farm security admln- 
Litratlon office topped Magic Val- 
ley In the number and volume ot 
loans In the fl.'.cal year wlUch ended 
In July. Purcell said. Fifty-two ( 
crating loans totalling (02.110 w 
made In Biirley and three veterans 
real estate farm owiiershlp loan; 
'amounting to (33,015 were procCM. 
ed through thai office. 

Twin Falls county vas the only 
Magic Valley county In which at 
least one farm ownerships loan wss 
not made. Purcell explained that 
real estate values in the county are 
too high to permit a loan on a 
■'self sustaining farm unit" that 
would coat not more than (12.000. 
Tlicrc was one (arm ownership loan 
In Jerome county that totalled the 
legal maximum. 

Bendlxsen emphasised the respon- 
sibilities of the county advisory 
committees In certifying loans and 
dlscu.«ed their work under the 
program. 

The annual training conference 
was to conclude thU afternoon with 
Bendlxsen and Purcell continuing 
the dbcusslon.

FAIUB, Sept. 20 (-1V- The Paris 
peace conference upheld today tlie 
big tour agrecmcnta on the Italian- 
Yugoslav boundary and the bofders 
of the future free stale of Trieste. 
as the Italian political and terri- 
torial commission beat down in vote 
after vote every effort to revise the 
proposed frontiers. 

Faithful to her big four canunlt- 
menLs, Russia cast her ballot 
ngalait Uie boundary rrvhlons. 
even though some ot llirm were 
propaicd by the slav binc. which 
she frequently has backed. 

Ertvard KardelJ. deputy premier 
ot Yugoslavia, declared after Ihe 
voting that he "resrctted the cum- 
mLsslon preferred the method of 
the vote In-itead ot conciliation" and 
Insisted that his earlier remarks. 
In which he declared Yugoslavia 
would nol sign a treaty which she 
cotisldcred "unfair." be entered hi 
the eommlislon's rrcorda. 

The commls.slon balloted II 
times on proposals to chnUKc the 
borders of the Intcmatlanallzed. 
free area ot the [wrt of TriMie. 
fixed by the big four along ihe so- 
called French line and bounded on 
the north by a line drawn from 
Dulno lo the French line, voting 
down all ot them, except one. by a

PSYCHIATRIC PRESCRIPTION 
Psychiatrists keep Insisting that what thla 

■ alclc world needs Is a IftrRc dose of their mcdl- 
'. cine. And we've boon Inclined to nRrco with 

the general Idea, whatever Its practical diffi- 
culties. 

After all, maybe our nervous, contentious, 
]lttery world, with all Its political tensions. Is 

- only reflecting the nerves and jitters of mil- 
lions of Its citizens. Cure the Individual psy- 
choses and, who knows, perhaps the world 
psychosis would be licked. 

Thus we thought. But our conversion has 
been stymied by reading some words of wLi- 
. dom spoken at the American Psychological 
association's Mth meeting In Philadelphia. 
There the delegates were, laced with the 
challenging opportunity of promoting world 
peace by promotlngt mental and emotional 
health. But what did they say to each other 
In the hour of crisis? Here are some namplea; 

A lady psychiatrist from Detroit aald thai 
children of the middle classes suck their 
thumbs more than children of the poor. 

A lady psychiatrist from California — one of 
the few adults who speaks and understands 
bobby-sox Engllah — said that toen-agera' 
double talk not only serves as a means of 
mystic communication but la also used "to 
release tensions, bolster the ego and channel 
aggression." 

A new York psychiatrist (male) announced 
the startling discovery, a year after the war, 
that heroes get scared, too. 

Another New Yorker said that people ought 
to go to more prize lights to release war-bom 
nggresslveness and cut down crime. 

So, aided by these pearls of wisdom, let us 
construct a model citizen for our brave new 
psychoanalyzed world, and .^ce what happens. 

Our citizen Li bom In a tenement, and 
shows an early disinclination for thumb- 
sucking. But his clas-i-consclous mother fixes 

- that by baiting the thunb from the family's 
meager store of sugar (over protest of the old 
man, who likes two spoons In hLi coffee), 
thus aaaurlns thot her little one will present 

■ an outward appearance of middle-class af- 
;-fluence to the neighbor.-!. 

In young manhood he learns the language 
■i which brings brimming self-confidence and 
-, Irecdom from tensions. He calls his father a 
square, his mother a drip, and has christened 

- little sister Mousemeat. 

With aggression properly channeled 
through slang, he goes to college Intent on 
playing football. But in his first game he la 
petrified by fright. When the center .maps 
'; him the ball he takes ont! look at the oncom- 
ing tacklers and rushes madly toward the 
'■wrong goal-line. Cheering throngs pour out 
■.-of the stands and bear him away on their 
..shoulders. For they, being psychologically 
"hep, also know that fright is a true and typl- 
:'- cal mark of the hero. 

A grave crisis mark.s his mature life. Ho 
::fee]s an urge for crime. But he knows the 
remedy— a boxing match. Unfortunately, he 
.chooses the second Louis-Conn fight, for 

■ which he pays 9100 for a ticket. And. unfor- 
tunately, the psychiatric prescription doesn't 
■work. As he watches the waltzing gladiators 
he becomes a bundle of tension and aggres- 
Blveness. with a yen for mayhem. 

-. The last we see of him he has torn off one 
of the ring posts and Is chasing Promoter 
..Mike Jacobs up the aUIe with it.

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ILESSON IN JUSTICE 
^ - The saM Ironic fate of Bertram M. Camp- 
bell of New York .ihould not escape the at- 
tention of the American bar. or Indeed of all 
Americans In their role of potential witnesses 
. nnd Jurors. 

Mr. Campbell gained national attention 
last year through the confession of a forger, 
for whose crime Mr. Campbell had served 
more than three years In prison plus a 
lengthy period of parole. The Campbell con- 
viction was the outcome of overzealous prose- 
cution and the too willing inclination of well- 
meaning but eager witnesses to Identify the 
Ilrst suspect shown them. 

The Campbell family, needless to say, sul- 
tcred both from poverty and shame. Mr. 
Campbell's health was affected by his term 
^n prison. Eventually special legislation was 
passed In New York state to permit him to 
_recover something tor . fnl.-ic Imprisonment 
Bhd his loss of earnings. The award amount- 
ed to S133.H2. and the state seemed to have 
tnade handsome amends for the miscarriage 
of Justice. 

But Bertram Campbell lived only 82 days 
after this award was made, 82 days In which 
to enjoy comfort and vindication after nearly 
JO years of the anguish and disgrace which 
Were the lot of a falsely Imprisoned man. 

The lesson of this case Is obvious, as Is the 
Icsaon In most other cases of miscarried Jus- 
tice. It Is simply that even the most patent 
rullt merits the full consideration of protec- 
tive Justice, lest another such unhappy Incl- 
Ilent OS this take place.

FOOLED— Tlie belated recognition wba Also Inspired 
by the denionaUBted fnct that Moscow pursues tha 
lamo policy on this continent In an attempt to gain 
a foothold on this side of the water, to weaken the 
ntjtern hemUphere from MAgelUn strait to Hudson 
bay and to arouie dlitnui of the United States amonc 
our Latin- American nelshbors. 

The rilca of several departnienta nl Woshlnaton— 
state, navy, nrmy. commerce, and oven agriculture— 
ore cluttered with detailed reports of the attempted 
RuMlan penetration, and lla at least temporary suc- 
cess. To our diplomatic household, us well aj to 
ordinary Americans, the Inside story reveals thot the 
nccounts of Maicow's methods and purposes In remote 
lands arc not cxnggeraled. 

AltliquBh the picture of Soviet conspiracy against 
the United Stalcj U sufllciently simple lor a child to 
understand when the purrle U pieced tojelhcr, the 
men who mannKo our foreign affairs at WaablnRion 
were tooted and outmaneuvered for several years. 
Only now have ihey bejun to try to retrieve their 
blunders. It li an amailng chapter of Amencan 
diplomacy. 

ABGENTINA — The Ruulan offensive ngsloil 
hemispheric unity began at the San Francisco confer- 
ence In the summer of 1M3, when Foreign CommUsar 
.Mololov and Ambassador Andrei Oromyko argued 
that Argentina was a "(asclsi state" and, therelorn 
unfit to becc«ne a member of the United NaUons. The 
Muscovite spokesmen spoke of Ducnoa Aires -in the 
some terms they once directed at Hitler's Berlin. 

When LftUn-AmerlcAQ delegatea aasembled at Mex- 
ico City to frame the pact of Chapultepec, Soviet 
emissaries sought to prevent ArRcntlna"s immediate 
or eventual admission, and succeeded In putting 
B. A. on probation. 

Stalin's handy man here was Lombajdo Toledano, 
the radical leader of the MexlcAn Ubor movement, 
then A member of the MexICAn cabinet and once a 
close ally of the WaUAce-Tugwtll "Uberals" At Wash- 
ington. 

ToledAno prosecuted Moscow's caac acalnsl Argen- 
Una abroad as well ai at home. Ho laid his charges 
before the labor branched of the United Katlons and 
the Intematlonal labor office. 

Communist newspapers from New York to Wo do 
Janeiro, especially Manhattan's Dally Worker, head- 
lined the "party llm." agaliut the Peron regime, 
blackening It worse' than they did the Franco gov- 
ernment In Spain. 

OUHAW— Washington was then under the war- 
time ipeU of Inut and friendship lor our heroic ally, 
and the administration tell completely for the Slalln- 
esque strategy. 

Sprullla Braden. then our Ambassador to Ducnca 
Aires, delivered so sharp an attaclc on Peron on Uie 
eve of election that the local gendarmerie had to give 
protection to his person and the American cmbusy, 
Argentine Indignation was Inflamed further wlun he 
was subsequently recalled and promoted to the piut 
ot assistant lecretajy of stAte ban dl Ins South Amer- 
ican allalrs. 

The state depnrtment next Issued Its famous blue 
book Indictment of the Peion taction as wartime and 
postwar aympalhiion and helpcra of the HlUer- 
Mussollnl-FYanco dictatorships. Peron was elected 
president by a three-to-one vote. 

In short, the U. 6. Joined hands with the USSR 
In branding Argentina as an outlaw atate. 

DOUBLE CROBB— It was then that Russia staged 
the historic double crou— a move parnllel to Stalin's 
Ite-up with Hitler on the eve of the Poland Invasion 
and his subsequent aUlanco with Japan. 

Soviet n|)ake:^men and publlcalloiu — Prnvdn, Izvcitla, 
Uie Daily Worker, etc. — denounced the American atti- 
tude as a resumption ot dollar diplomacy, not toward 
ArRcntlna alone but toward all South America. Tliey 
charged tliat the U. S., through wealthy Ambaasodor 
Braden, sought to smAslt the growlns labor movement 
helow the border, Toledano wrote the words and the 
tune tor tills an U -Amen can chorus. 

Pew weeks later, a Russian trade mission more 
elaborate than ours or England's showed up in Buenos 
Aires. Stalin and Peron clasped hands. 

NOTE: Wa.ihlngton and London immediately saw 
tha red light and Abandoned their hoity-toity attitude 
to word Peron. 

England sent a topnolch trade mission to B. A, We 
Immediately unblocked $000,000,000 ot Argentine gold 
that had been Irozea at New York for several years.

A MIDWESTER.'J RE\'EnSAL 
Vermont Republicans, who once produced the nar- 
row-gauge CooUdge, show a radically' changed and 
enlarced spirit by sending such big men as Oeorge 
D. Aiken, and now Ralph E. FlandeTA. to the senate. 
In contract, middle west nopubllcahs. who once pro- 
duced NorrLses and LoFoUettea, today favor such 
narrow-gnuge senators and csndldktea as Wherry and 
Wiley, Brlckcr and Kern. Why? Wo have ijiked before; 
the question Is worth repeAtlng. 

A part of the answer tttAy bo that the roles ot 
eastern and middle western senators have In large 
part been exchanged. The east waa still exptoltinz 
midwest farmers by high flnAhce And high tarlttt 
when Moses of New Hampshire, a spokesman ot the 
CooUdgs era, cAlled the western insurgents "torn 
ot the wild Jackass." Later, however, the east haa 
come tome dlstAnce toward tree trade and economlo 
liberalism— partly, of course, because tU efficient 
Industry can atand such a policy, but, for whatever 
cause. It has happened. 

Meanwhile, the middle wejt, a lorm-bAsed region, 
got to the point where It produced more than could 
be sold. When the grent depression come, the middle 
weat Joined with the aouth to seek apcclal privileges 
for t aimers— subsidised credit and price supports, 
protective tariffs, export subsidies to move surpluaea 
abroad. The etfort was succeasful. Today, therefore, 
midweaiera senators, and parUcularly the Republicans, 
are mora concerned with protecting nnd extending 
a vested advantage than tn legislating lor an enriched 
naUonal futura. That attitude calla for compliant 
mldftets In the senate, and tha call la answered. 
. While this does not fully explain the reversal, wt 
are quite certain that the dlsposlUon toward pttty 
trading and holdlng-on which was mil In the oAst a
